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Police chief puts city on notice 


Warning comes after 
two officers viciously 
attacked downtown

Mob mentality and attacks on po¬ 
lice are on the rise in Edmonton, 
and Police Chief Mike Boyd won't 
stand for it. 

"I'm putting everybody on no¬ 
tice," Boyd declared yesterday at Po¬ 
lice Headquarters. "This city is not 
tolerating mugging and swarming 


mentality against our police officers 
and any citizen in this city." 

Over the weekend, two down¬ 
town beat cops were beaten down 
by a group of a dozen bar-hoppers 
behind a nightclub on Jasper Av¬ 
enue. After the officers had been 
dispatched to control the drunk and 
hostile crowd, one officer was 
slammed to the ground and kicked 
repeatedly in the chest. 

The officers used pepper spray, 
batons and attempted to Taser one 
of the suspects, but were unsuc¬ 
cessful. 

Three males, one of whom re-

quired medical attention for a gash 
on his head, were charged in con¬ 
nection with the incident. 

"Our police officers are not 
punching bags," Boyd said. "Neither 
are any of our citizens that are being 
attacked out there, suffering the 
same kind of brutal assault by 
thugs." 

Minutes before the scheduled 
press conference yesterday after¬ 


noon, a Student Resource Officer 
from Eastglen high school was at¬ 
tacked while trying to put a stop to 
reckless driving in a parking lot. 
Two male suspects have been ar¬ 
rested and charged in connection 
with the incident. 

Boyd called the instances of vio¬ 
lence "attacks on society," adding 
that community standards of ac¬ 
ceptability are on a decline in Ed¬ 
monton and across Canada. 

"The full force of the law will be 
brought to bear on this problem. We 
are going to clean it up. This is our 
city and we're not going to allow 


people to destroy a good thing." 

Boyd said that there are six more 
beat officers being added to the 
downtown area within the next few 
weeks, and that the service is ac¬ 
tively seeking additional cops to com¬ 
bat these problems as downtown 
nightclubs become more popular. 

The chief said he's not trying to 
spoil fun and shut down any bars, 
he just wants fewer problems with¬ 
out having to resort to a highly in¬ 
creased police presence. 

"This is not the city that we want. 
I'm certain of it."

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Trial hears tale of blood and sorrow 


Victim’s friend 
recalls accused 
holding knife

The friend of a slain teenager 
says a woman charged in her 
death displayed a blood-cov¬ 
ered dagger and then claimed 
she stabbed Nina Courtepatte 
in the neck. 


The 19-year-old accused, 
who was 16 when 
Courtepatte was killed, faces 
charges of first degree mur¬ 
der, sexual assault and kid¬ 
napping. 

The young witness, who 
can only be legally identified 
as "Jane Doe" because of a 
media publication ban, often 
broke into tears and some¬ 
times had difficulty talking 
during her disturbing testi¬ 
mony.

Witness "Jone Doe" 

"She said she stuck it 
through Nina's throat," said 
Doe when asked by Crown 
about how the accused ad¬ 
mitted to the attack. 

"She sounded excited, I 
don't know. She said she felt 
bad but she wants to do it 


again." 

Doe says she was lured to a 
golf course with Courtepatte 
from West Edmonton Mall in 
thinking they were both 
going to a large bush party. 
When they arrived in a car. 
Doe says she saw Stephanie 
Bird strike her friend in the 
back of the head and some of 
the gruesome attack that fol¬ 
lowed. 

"Someone talked of a ritual 
of bringing someone back 


from the dead, I was 
scared...," said Doe. 

Doe says she stayed with 
the group at a motel days after 
the attack "in fear they were 
going to harm someone else." 

As the 18-year-old woman 
gave her testimony, the ac¬ 
cused hung her head and cov¬ 
ered her face with her long 
hair. She was also sometimes 
seen slouching behind the de¬ 
fendants stand. 

The woman is the last of a 


group charged in the death of 
Courtepatte on a golf course 
west of Edmonton April 3, 
2005. 

Joseph Laboucan and 
Michael Williams are cur¬ 
rently serving life sentences 
for their part in the crime. 

Bird, 20, who was given a 
12-year prison sentence last 
week, can now be legally 
identified because she was 
sentenced as an adult.

Decision to ditch 
fridge for savings

Edmonton City Council said 
"h2-no" to bottled water 
yesterday and turned the 
tap in favour of the envi¬ 
ronment. 

A survey showed more 
than $2,000 was spent in 
2007 on bottled water just 
for council members — not 
just filtered water, but also 
"exotic" fruit-flavoured 
water. 

A study was conducted 
into the amount of energy 
that would be used if the 
city decided to fork out the 
cash for a new fridge that 
dispensed water and ice. It 
concluded that almost $ 100 
a year would be saved by 
ditching plastic bottles for 
good old tap water. 

"Besides," one counsellor 
could be overheard saying, 
"a new fridge will eliminate 
the tiresome chores of lift¬ 
ing those heavy bottles up 
to the dispenser."

Even with a celebratory tone 
to mark International Nurses 
Day and the birth of iconic 
nurse Florence Nightingale, 
the message from almost 200 
nurses and supporters gath¬ 
ered at the legislature was a 
stern one.

Heather Smith, president 
of the United Nurses of Al¬ 
berta, said that nurse short¬ 
age was a "chronic illness" 
and that the Stelmach gov¬ 
ernment needs a plan to deal 


with the almost 6,000 nurses 
who will either retire or quit 
in the next five years. 

"We need a plan now to 
improve conditions and to 
encourage nurses to stay a 
little longer," she said. "We 
need every nurse we can 
get." 

Out of 1,503 nurses polled, 
68.7 per cent list their great¬ 
est concern as a shortage of 
nurses, while 45.2 per cent 
felt that the quality of health 
care over the last few years 
had deteriorated.

An off-duty cop charged 
with drinking and driving 
after a fiery late-night 
wreck at 75 
Street and the 
Whitemud 
will remain 
suspended 
from work 
while still re¬ 
ceiving a pay- 
cheque. 

'An officer P^Y' ^ 
can be sus¬ 
pended with¬ 
out pay, but it's very 
seldom," said Police Chief 
Mike Boyd at a press con¬ 
ference at Police Headquar¬ 
ters yesterday. "Under the 
circumstances, it would be 
inappropriate for me to sus¬ 
pend without pay." 

Boyd said that in his time 
as police chief, he's sus¬ 
pended a few officers with¬ 
out pay after committing an 


offence. He said it's a compli¬ 
cated process that requires 
approval and support from 
the Police Commission. 

"It's a subject not very well- 
understood by the public. The 
legislation within the Police 
Act is written to assist in pro¬ 
tecting police officers from 
political influence," he said. 

"It's not something a chief 
can do lightly, 
though I do 
understand 
the concerns 
the general 
public has 
with that." 

Boyd 
wouldn't 
comment on 
whether or 
not there 
were previous concerns sur¬ 
rounding Officer Douglas 
Brown's alcohol consumption. 

Brown, a three-year vet¬ 
eran of the Edmonton Police 
Service, is facing a long list of 
drinking and driving charges, 
after his BMW slammed into 
the side of a Ford pickup 
truck Saturday night, leaving 
four people injured.

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Mountie killing 
accused gets bail 


Cheeseman likely 
to be released 
from jail Friday

The second of two men 
charged with first degree 
murder in the deaths of four 
Alberta Mounties was 
granted bail by a Court of 
Queen's Bench Justice yes¬ 
terday. 

Dennis Cheeseman, 24, 
who has been in jail for 10 
months, is expected to be 
freed Friday as his family 
has agreed to put up 
$245,000 in sureties for his 
release, including $10,000 in 
cash. 

Shawn Hennessey, 28, was 
granted bail last month after 
his family put up $525,000 in 
sureties for his release, in¬ 


cluding $25,000 cash. 

The entire ruling, read by 
Justice Mary Moreau, can't 
be reported because of a 
media publication ban, in¬ 
cluding details behind her de¬ 
cision. 

Cheeseman must 
follow strict condi¬ 
tions, including an 
order to maintain his 
employment along 
with reporting to a pa¬ 
role officer. Cheeseman 
must also not talk to Hen¬ 
nessey along with others who 
have criminal pasts. 

The decision came hours 
before Cheeseman and his 
brother-in-law Hennessey 
made an appearance for a 
preliminary hearing on their 
charges at a provincial court¬ 
room in Stony Plain. 

The preliminary hearing 
there will determine whether 
or not there is enough evi¬ 


dence to send the pair to trail. 
Details during the hearing 
yesterday cannot be reported 
because of a media publica¬ 
tion ban. 

Both Hennessey and 
Cheeseman are each charged 
with four counts of 
first-degree murder. 

Both are accused of 
assisting notorious 
cop-hater James 
Roszko, who gunned 
down four young 
Mounties near Mayerthorpe, 
120 kilometres northwest of 
Edmonton, on March 3, 
2005. 

Roszko took his own life 
after a gunfight with police at 
his Quonset hut where the 
four fallen officers were on 
guard — constables Peter 
Schiemann, Anthony Gordon, 
Leo Johnston and Brock 
Myrol.

A female mallard duck is the 
only surviving creature that 
took a dip in Syncrude's toxic 
tailings pond that will live to 
teU the tale. 

hi total, 18 birds have been 
brought to the Wildlife Reha¬ 
bilitation Society of Edmon¬ 
ton from different tailings 
ponds in the Fort McMurray 
area. Only six have survived. 

"I certainly hope that they'll 
make a full recovery, but I 
can't guarantee that they 
will," said Coleen Doucette, 


operations manager of Focus 
V\^dlife Emergency Response. 
"The research has shown that 
animals can live for yeai^ and 
years after going through 
something hke this." 

Doucette and a full staff of 
wildlife recovery specialists 
have been working around 
the clock to clean and water¬ 
proof the remaining four 
loons and two ducks, all of 
which have now been 
through the cleaning process. 
If all survive, they should be 
ready to be released back into 
the wild within one to two 
weeks. 

She said that the death toll 
might not have been as high 
were there adequate facilities 
to clean and care for the birds 


as they were pulled from the 
toxic sludge, adding that 
though the birds were trans¬ 
ported quickly, it wasn't 
quickly enough for those that 
perished. 

Currently, she said. Focus 
staff are working with veteri¬ 
narians in Fort McMurray to 
establish a field stabilization 
location for hands-on care in 
the area. 

But in the meantime, the 
culprit companies who cre¬ 
ated the inhabitable water 
sources are responsible for 
footing the cleaning and med¬ 
ical bids. 

"It could be tens of thou¬ 
sands of dollars," Doucette 
said.

PM announces

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper was in Halifax yes¬ 
terday to announce a long¬ 
term, $30-billion defence 
plan which will infuse the 
Canadian Forces with new or 
upgraded equipment and 
about 10,000 more military 
personnel over the next 20 
years. 

Harper said if a country 
wants to be taken seriously, 
it must have the capacity to 
act. "Otherwise you forfeit 
your right to be a player," he 
I said. 

But as Harper and Defence 
I Minister Peter MacKay un- 
. veiled the details of the plan. 


some were left questioning 
what was actually new. 

Many of the items in the 
strategy had been previously 
announced. 

"The newest thing about 


this announcement is that it 
is a long-term plan," Harper 
told the media and about 200 
military personnel at the 
Halifax Armoury. 

The Canada First Defence 


Strategy will increase the 
regular force personnel from 
65,000 to 70,000 and reserve 
personnel from 24,000 to 
30,000. 

The government an¬ 
nounced this increase in 
2006 but said in a release last 
November the numbers 
weren't accounted for in fed¬ 
eral spending. In addition to 
people, the strategy will en- 
1 sure the Canadian Forces 
I have the equipment they 
I need to do their job. 

S "Government in the past 
m was finding that it was re¬ 
sponding to the problems of 
rust-out and obsolescence of 
equipment by announcing 
'one-off' purchases as the 
budget allowed," Harper 
said. 

For the first time in mod¬ 
ern history, said MacKay, the 
Canadian Forces will be able 
to plan for the future.

China 

Worst disaster 
since 1976 when 
300,000 died 

An earthquake devastated 
southwestern China yester¬ 
day, killing 10,000 people 
and trapping hundreds of 
others under flattened 
schools, factories and 
houses. 

The 7.8 magnitude quake, 
centred in Sichuan province, 
struck in the middle of the 
school day and toppled at 
least eight schools. Factories 
and at least one hospital 
were also razed, trapping 
hundreds more, state media 
said. 

The death toll appeared 
likely to climb in China's 
worst earthquake in over 
three decades. 

In Shefang city in 
Sichuan, 6,000 residents

moaned. 

The quake was the worst 
to hit China since the 1976 
Tangshan earthquake in 
northeastern China where 
up to 300,000 died, reuters 


Americans blast 
Myanmar response 


100,000 feared 
dead according to 
latest UN figures 

The United States will send 
two more aid flights to cy¬ 
clone-stricken Myanmar and 
offer $13 million more in aid 
through UN agencies even 
though U.S. officials involved 
in the relief effort have not 
been allowed beyond Yangon 
airport, U.S. officials said 
yesterday. 

As the first U.S. aid flight 
arrived in Myanmar yester¬ 
day, President Bush con¬ 


demned the country's mili¬ 
tary junta for failing to act 
more quickly to accept inter¬ 
national help after Cyclone 
Nargis devastated the coun¬ 
try, saying "either they are 
isolated or callous." 

"It's been days and no 
telling how many people 
have lost their lives as a re¬ 
sult of the slow response," 
Bush said in a radio inter¬ 
view with CBS News. 'An 
American plane finally went 
in, but the response isn't 
good enough." 

The UN estimates over 
100,000 are dead. reuters

Makes return of 
soldier a condition 
of Hamas ceasefire 

Israel told an Egyptian medi¬ 
ator yesterday a ceasefire deal 
with Hamas must address the 
issue of a captive Israeli sol¬ 
dier, Israeli officials said, pos¬ 
ing what appeared to be a 
new condition for a truce. 

Hamas officials said a 
truce agreement and the re¬ 
lease of Gilad Shaht, held by 
Gaza militants since 2006, 
should remain separate is¬ 
sues, and they were awaiting 
clarifications from the nego¬ 
tiator, Egyptian intelligence 
chief Omar Suleiman. 

Suleiman told reporters be¬ 
fore holding talks with Prime 
Minister Ehud Olmert and 
other Israeli leaders that he 
had "high expectations" a 
ceasefire deal could be 


reached. 

Shortly after Suleiman met 
Israeli leaders, Islamic Jihad 
militants launched a rocket 
which IdUed a 70-year-old Is¬ 
raeli woman at an agricul¬ 
tural community close to the 
border with the Gaza Strip, 
security and emergency serv¬ 
ices said. 

The woman was the second 


Israeli to be killed by rocket 
and mortar fire from the 
Hamas-controUed territory in 
less than a week. Medics said 
the woman was hit by a frag¬ 
ment and died instantly. 

On Friday, a mortar shell 
fired by militants killed a 
civilian in the Kfar Aza collec¬ 
tive farm near the Gaza bor¬ 
der as he was working in his 


garden. It was the first such 
death in nearly three months. 

Israel launched air strikes 
which killed five militants in 
response to Friday's attack. 

Palestinian militants from 
the Islamic Jihad militant 
group, who regularly fire 
I rockets and mortars into Is- 
§ rael from Gaza, claimed re- 
i sponsibility for the attack, 
5 which came as Egypt tried to 
broker a truce between the 
Jewish state and Gaza mili¬ 
tants. 

A spokesman for Israeli 
Prime Minister Ehud Olmert 
placed responsibility for the 
deaths on Hamas and said 
they were not reining in the 
militants. 

"Hamas controls the Gaza 
Strip. They are responsible 
for these attacks and they are 
accountable," spokesman 
Mark Regev said.

Obama has sights 
set on McCain

Zetterberg's short-handed 
goal 1:38 into the third which 
put Detroit ahead 4-2 was a 
crippling blow to Dallas, 
which failed to convert on a 
pair of early man advantages 
in the period. 

Datsyuk provided the ex¬ 
clamation point with 2:41 
left in regulation with a little 
help from both sides. 


Stars defenceman Matt 
Niskanen had trouble moving 
a puck off the boards behind 
his net, and Zetterberg 
swooped in to forecheck. He 
stole the disc, stickhandled 
through four defenders in the 
right circle before finding Dat¬ 
syuk alone in the slot for his 
eighth goal this playoff year. 

Dallas could only muster 
four shots on goal in the final 


20 minutes, leaving the club 
one game from the end of its 
season. 

Wings forward Johan 
Franzen, the NHL's leading 
playoff goal-scorer with 12 
markers, did not play for the 
second straight game due to 
concussion-like symptoms. 
His absence did little to slow 
down the visitors.

MLB wants to 
ban Canuck bats 


N ow that baseball ap¬ 
pears to have black¬ 
balled its home-run 
king, Barry Bonds, it’s 
planning to do the same to 
his old bat supplier. 

And the supplier, Ot¬ 
tawa’s Sam Holman, is 
livid. 

“If they blindside us and 
ban our bats,” Holman told 
Metro yesterday, “it’d be a 
huge disservice. It’d be so 
wrong.” 

Metro has learned, how¬ 
ever, that MLB executives 
have called a meeting with 
the players’ association to 
propose the immediate 
prohibition of maple bats 
manufactured by several 
companies, including Hol¬ 
man’s. 

Nearly 50 per cent of 
contemporary major-lea¬ 
guers use maple bats and 
74 players — including the 
Blue Jays’ Vernon Wells, 
the Boston Red Sox’s 
Manny Ramirez and the 
Chicago Cubs’ Alfonso So¬ 
riano — have exclusive 
deals with Holman’s firm. 

Ex-Toronto slugger Joe 
Carter was the first to use 
“Sam Bats” in the majors. 
He introduced them to 
Bonds while with the San 
Francisco Giants in 1998 . 

Bonds belted his career- 
record homer last season 
with a Sam Bat. This year. 
Bonds is linked to steroid 
use and can’t find big- 
league employment. Hol¬ 
man has 12 new Sam Bats 
on standby for Bonds, just 
in case. 

MLB execs are con¬ 
cerned, however, with the 
frequency in which maple 
bats have shattered. Their 
information is that maple 
bats break an average of 
two to three times a game.

When they break, their 
barrels — thick on one end 
and splintered and sharp 
on the other — tend to fly 
quickly and unpredictably, 
endangering onlookers. 

Pittsburgh batting coach 
Don Long was scarred re¬ 
cently after catching a bro¬ 
ken barrel in his left 
cheek. He was in the Pi¬ 
rates’ dugout when batter 
Nate McClouth shattered 
his maple bat on a fastball. 
Long was rushed to hospi¬ 
tal and required stitches. 

Now, MLB execs fear 
worse. 

Holman insists his bats 
aren’t dangerous and that 
his company’s production 
methods guarantee safe 
lumber. He thinks com¬ 
petitors who followed him 
into the maple-bat busi¬ 
ness after 2000 use equip¬ 
ment designed to make 
furniture, thereby produc¬ 
ing unsafe bats. 

To paint all maple-bat 
companies with the same 
brush would be unfair, 
Holman maintains. It’d 
also be unfair to force hit¬ 
ters to suddenly revert to 
ash bats. 

Bottom line: Look for 
the players’ union to raise 
hell over this.

Q Last week, one of the 
loan managers at my 
local bank offered to 
refinance the mortgage on 
my home.

“CBS actually acquiesced to 


the peanut campaign and 
brought back Jericho,”

Which goes to show, truly, 
no good deed goes unpun¬ 
ished. 

Buckman claims there 
was a point when people 
actually believed the writ¬
